Army Canteen Denounced. 


The platform is a lengthy document 


and arraigns both the democratic and 
republican 
parti?s. 
Botli 
are 
ac- 


cused of being insincere oh the trust 
question and of advocating methods 
in favor of the 
liquor 
traffic. 
The 


clause in reference to the army can- 
teen reads as follows: 


"We charge upon President McKiu- 


ley, who was elected to his high office 
by appeals to Christian sentiment and 
patriotism almost unprecedented and 
by a combination of moral influences 
never before seen in this country, that, 
by his conspicuous example as a wine 
drinker at public banquets and as a 
wine-serving host in the White House, 
lie has done more to encourage the 
liquor business, to demoralize the tem- 
perance habits of young men, and to 
bring Christian practices and require- 
ments into disrepute, than any other 
president this republic has had. We 
further charge upon President McKin- 
ley responsibility for the army can- 
teen, with all its dire brood of disease, 
immorality, 
sin and death, in this 


country, in Cuba, in Porto Rico and 
the Philippines; and we insist that by 
his attitude concerning the canteen, 
and his apparent contempt for the vast 
number of petitions protesting against 
it, he has outraged and insulted the 
moral sentiment of this country 
in 


such a manner and to such a degree as 
calls for its righteous uprising and an 
indignant and effective rebuke. 


"We challenge the denial of'the fact 


that our executive as commander in 
chief of the military forces of 
the 


United States, at any time prior to or 
since March 2, 1899, could have closed 
every army saloon, called a canteen 
by executive order, as President Hayes 
did before htm, and should have closed 
them for the same reasons which ac- 
tuated President Hayes; 
we assert 


that the aet^of congress, passed March

The following description of the coun- 


try from the mouth of the Pei-Ho rivei 
to Peking was written for the New York 
Journal by Slieridnn P. Reed, formerly 
"United States consul at Tien-tsin, Chi- 
na: 


Tho Chinese forts at Taku at a dis- 


tance resemble nothing so much as a 
row of mud pies. They are constructed 
literally of mud bricks mixed with 
Rtnnv aud are a'pure khaki or mud 
color. 
The walls are very thick and 


strong, and they would resist worthily 
a tremendous pounding from the big 
gunboats, which would have to lie off 
at least six miles away owing' to the 
shallow water on the bar that forms a 
natural barrier. 


The Pei-Ho, the river which leads to 


Tlc-n-tsin by a most meandering and 
serpentine course, empties into the sea 
between these forts, and its mouth is 
but 100 yards wide. Of late years the 
river has so silted up that only very 
light draft vessels can navigate it. 


The forts at Taku are five in number 


and arc equipped with modern quick 
firing guns. Four of these forts are to 
•the south of the Poi-Ho, and one is 
placed directly at the mouth of this 
river on the north bank. In case of 
bombardment the smaller foreign gun- 
boats that are already inside the river 
..would train their guns on the rear of 
these forts. The country is absolutely 
flat. One can see steamers in tho river 
miles away apparently wading through 
the fields, and it is often difficult to de- 
cide whether n steamer is going up riv- 
er or down. 


After entering the mouth of the river 


one passes, almost directly opposite 
the foot on the north bank, a little clus- 
ter of foreign residences, the majority 
of which are built, like the forts, of 
mud, known, as Pilot Town. Here live 
the half dozen licensed pilots, mostly 
Americans, aud the superintendents of 
the shipbuilding and repair works of 
the Taku Tug and Lighter company. 
This company is owned aud managed 
by foreigners, with head offices'- at 
Tien-tsin. Its plant, which Is worth 
$1,000,000, consists of a large number 
of modern tugs and steel lighters, used 
In lightering cargo from 
steamers 


which cannot cross the bar and con- 
veying the same, under tow, to Tien- 
tsin. This company renders very val- 
uable assistance in times of expected 
trouble to the gunboats that wish to 
send marines, ammunition and ma- 
chine guns to Tien-tsin. 


A tugboat can reach Tien-tsin from 


the mouth of the river in six hours, and 
one of these steel lighters can trans- 
port with safety 000 men. It was on 
one of these tugs that during the China- 
Japan war the Chinese charge d'affaires 
and other legation people were convey- 
ed down the river to a place of safety.

Tien-tsin 


could be conveyed in like manner at 
the present time to one of the large 
warships in the outer anchorage were 
danger sufficiently threatening. 


Proceeding up the river from Pilot 


Town, one passes on the south a strag- 
gling mud Chinese village, known as

side of the river, Is the imperial mari- 
time customs station, which is a branch 
of the customs at Tien-tsin.

proceeds by a double track line to Pe 
king, 70 miles, passing to the north oil 
Tieu-tsiu and crossing the Pei-Ho at 
Yang-tsun, which is distant 17 miles. 
The bridge hero is a very flue piece of 
work. 
The girders are of steel, and 


there are eight spans of 100 feet each. 
It is looked upon by the Chinese as a 
wonderful achievement, although it 
does not equal in magnitude the bridge 
at the Luu-ho, near Shnn-hai-Kuan, or 
some, of the bridges to be found on tlio 
Peking-Pao-ting-fu 
section 
of 
the 


road. The next stations are at Lo-fah 
and Lang-fong. 
From Lang-fong the 


road makes a detour to the south of the 
imperial hunting park, and Feng-tai is 
then reached, at which place the road 
branches south to Pao-ting-fu. 
Feng- 


tai is six miles .from Peking, and the 
road terminates at a village.called Jla- 
chia-po, from whence a trolley road 
1% miles long leads to the outer gate 
of the Chinese city. 


In Tion-tsin there are four conces- 


sions—Japanese, French, English and 
German. Our government has no con- 
cession. We had one, but relinquished 
it at the close of the China-Japan war, 
when Germany requested one, which 
included ours. The United 'States con- 
sul in Tien-tsiu occupies quarters ou 
the British concession. All the other 
great powers owu their consulates.
